You are visiting 
a new city. 



The first residents moved into Columbia 
in the summer of 1967 and today there 
are more than 3,000 residents. By 1980, 
Columbia will be a city of 125,000. 

During the next twenty years, seventy 
million people will be added to the popu- 
lation of the United States. Columbia is 
based on the proposition that man can, 
by careful planning, develop a superior 
urban environment. 

Columbia is planned as a city in which 
the individual and his family can have 
the maximum opportunity for growth — 
where people may find opportunities for 
enriching experiences as well as the con- 
venience of metropolitan shopping and 
recreational opportunities. 

Columbia is slightly larger than Man- 
hattan Island. Of the city's 14,000 acres, 
3,200 have been set aside as open area for 



use as parks, lakes and woodlands, schools 
and golf courses. 

Columbia will consist of seven villages 
grouped about a downtown. Each of these 
villages will have a population of 10,000 
to 15,000 and each will be divided into 
several neighborhoods. 

Family life in Columbia will center 
around activities in the neighborhood. 
Each neighborhood will have parks, a 
swimming pool, convenience shopping 
store, community meeting room and an 
elementary school. 

Each of the villages will have its own 
"village green" with a shopping center, a 
middle and high school, a community hall 
with an auditorium and smaller meeting 
rooms. 

At the village centers will be such 
recreational facilities as all-weather. 



lighted tennis courts, year-round swim- 
ming pool or ice rink. 

Downtown Columbia will contain one 
of the largest enclosed shopping malls in 
the nation. Five department stores and 
200 specialty stores and services ulti- 
mately will make up the retail heart of 
the city. 

The entertainment and cultural activi- 
ties of Columbia will center on the down- 
town area. Already, the Merriweather 
Post Pavilion provides a summer home 
for the Washington National Symphony 
Orchestra and a concert stage for both pop- 
ular and classical musical and dance 
presentations. An entertainment section, 
adjacent to downtown, will contain thea- 
ters, restaurants and other facilities. 



The Howard County Community Col- 
lege, now in advanced planning, will also 
be near the downtown.

The Merriweather Post Pavilion is in 
Symphony Woods, the 40-acre park in 
downtown Columbia. The Pavilion is the 
summer home of the Washington Na- 
tional Symphony Orchestra which begins 
its third season in 1969. Three thousand 
seats are available under the flared roof 
of the pavilion and another five thousand 
people may enjoy the concerts from the 
surrounding grassy slopes. 

Ballet, folk music concerts, young peo- 
ples concerts and popular music presenta- 
tions have become frequent events at the 
pavilion during the summer months, at- 
tracting people from throughout the 
Washington-Baltimore area as well as from 
Columbia.

The Village of Wilde Lake Branch 
of the Howard County Library, 



This is the first village center in Co- 
lumbia. It opened in August, 1967, and 
now contains 20 shops and services, and 
professional offices. The Village Green is 
an open landscaped rectangle. 

The Wilde Lake Branch of the Howard 
County Library is here. The community 
center, Slayton House, contains an audi- 
torium, meeting rooms and a teen center. 

The Wilde Lake Village Green also con- 
tains an all-weather swimming pool, 
heated for winter use, and a tennis club. 
Both offer professional instruction, and 
recreational and competitive sports pro- 
grams for children and adults. 

South of the Village Green will be the 
middle school and the senior high school. 



To the east of the Village Green is the 
site of the religious buildings for the resi- 
dents of Wilde Lake. Thirteen Protestant 
denominations have joined together to 
form the Columbia Cooperative Ministry. 
The Cooperative Ministry and the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of Baltimore, along 
with the Baptist Convention of Maryland, 
the Howard County Jewish Council and the 
Howard County Unitarian-Universalist So- 
ciety have formed the Religious Facilities 
Corporation. Through its board, the Corpo- 
ration is completing architectural planning 
for the shared facilities to be used by the 
religious groups in the first village of 
Columbia.

Oakland Ridge 
Industrial Center 

Located at the intersection of Clarks- 
ville Pike and Red Branch Road, the in- 
dustrial park was opened in the fall of 
1967 when Hittman Associates, Inc., a 
research and development company, and 
Ametek, Inc., manufacturers and dis- 
tributors of pressure gauges, instruments 
and testing devices, began operations. 

Merck, Sharp and Dohme, a division of 
the pharmaceutical firm of Merck and 
Company, recently opened a regional dis- 
tribution center. 

A general industrial building is nearing 
completion. It will contain a total of 
120,000 square feet of leasable space for 
engineering, research and development, 
and office uses. Japan Foods, Incorporated, 
an importer and distributor of oriental 
foodstuffs, has opened a facility in' the 
Howard Building of the Oakland Ridge 
Industrial Center. 



Guilford 

Industrial Center 

With access from Route 32 and Berger 
Road, this industrial center will be a 
short distance from the new Interstate 95 
now under construction. Already located 
in Guilford Industrial Center is Eastern 
Products Corporation, a diversified house- 
hold manufacturing firm and subsidiary 
of the Roper Corporation. A distribution 
center is in operation. A second building 
which will include office, engineering and 
manufacturing operations is under con- 
struction.

Association 



As Columbia grows, the quality of the 
snvironment will deepen. The Columbia 
plan provides 3,200 acres of open area. You 
will find this land throughout the city: 
winding through neighborhoods in paths 
and playing fields, opening up in lakes and 
golf courses, protecting woods and stream 
valleys, spacing and joining neighborhoods, 
villages, places of employment and down- 
town, providing a magnificent 40 acre for- 
est alongside the center of downtown. 
Street trees are maintained and median 
strips along the parkways are landscaped 
as important elements of Columbia. In 
every neighborhood and village community 
buildings, swimming pools and other use- 
ful recreation are provided. 

It is not enough just to provide them. 
Columbia must have the means to pre- 
serve and maintain these amenities. Com- 
munity buildings, swimming pools and 
parks must be kept as permanent assets 
of the city. 

The Columbia Park and Recreation As- 
sociation, a non-profit corporation, was 
formed for these purposes. The Association 
employs a professional staff and is respon- 
sible for the maintenance and adminis- 
tration of parks, pathways, lakes, pools, 
community buildings and other proper- 
ties. The Association supervises the oper- 
ation of the transportation system, the 
child care and day care programs, tennis 
and golf clubs, arts and crafts classes and 
boating on the lakes. It maintains street 
trees and landscaping on Association prop- 
erty throughout the city. 

Through the Association, residents of 
Columbia ultimately will have complete 
control of the property and facilities that 



assure continuation of Columbia's values. 
The resident in Columbia can depend 
upon these values and know that they 
will be preserved. 

The properties and work of the Asso- 
ciation are supported by an annual charge 
not to exceed 75c per one hundred dollars 
of assessed valuation, on all real estate 
other than that belonging to the Associa- 
tion and certain tax-exempt organizations. 
For example, the annual charge on a 
$25,000 home, based on the current 60% 
valuation is $112.50. Apartment charges 
are included in the rent. 

Golf courses, tennis courts, swimming 
pools, child care and day care programs, 
boating and many other activities receive 
their operating funds from dues and fees. 
These are substantially lower for residents 
than for non-residents.

Hobbit's Glen Golf Club, husband and 
wife, $40. 

Wilde Lake Swim Club, family year- 
round, $100; family (winter only), $90; 
family (summer only), $30. 

Bryant Woods, Faulkner Ridge and Long- 
fellow neighborhood swimming pools 
(summer only), family, $30. 

Wilde Lake Tennis Club, family, $10. 

Hobbit's Glen Golf Club and Wilde Lake 
Tennis Club memberships for individual 
and junior residents, and Wilde Lake Swim 
Club memberships for associates and non- 
residents are also available.
